Remarkable as the statement may ap- 
]>ear. it is :r*y. 1 Seles! tnie that the 
sportive tl :i has been made a pet anil an 
instrument of amusement by man, a!- j 
though the great mass of "the people 
have suspected that the sport was all on | 
the side ot the Ilea. The naturalist Will- 
oiifjhbv made a pet of a lle:i, and lit- 
erally foil him from his haml. We arc 
also toM of cherry stone chariots with 
tleas for horses; yet how grim the humor 
which can turn such a tlistressing srAliject 
into a j'est! Tlie (lea presents u« noronly 
with a skip and a slab, but a paradox. 
There is at once a great ileal and very 
little known about him. Aristotle, Pliny, 
Linnaeus and Cutierdeyoteri theirgenius- 
to the sttul3' of the llc:i, and the fruits of 
their lalw.irs are storetl among the tomes 
of empires and republics. In the 
faee of all this entomological eru- 
dition a certain uncultured student 
of nature has probably been more 
■ piotcil. his explanation declareil to be 
more lucid and his summiuw up of 
the lien question mure complete and ac- 
curate than those of Aristotle, I'liuy and 
the entire army corps of Genma scien- 
flsts In fai t, tho latest results of the 
world's thought on the subject of fleas 
are sutume.l up in an Irishman's com- 
ment: *'I put rue fiugcr upon him and 
he wasn't there." Among all the lum 
tier of entomological analysis is found 
one bit of description from a celebrated 
author, which is perfectly clear and will 
secure universal assent: ••The Ilea bites 
all the tinle, dav and night, and is never 
satisfied. " With all the flea literature 
of twenty-three centuries before us, it is 
almost imjH-ifcsible to elfteidate the philo- 
sophy of this most interestingand ubiqui- 
tous companion of man. The flea is a 
wonderful touchstone, and the ignorance 
which he exposes is alarming. With 
the immense practical knowleiige which 
n:- ••I'u-.ui.ss end" is cuiiaUUitlv incul- 
rating, it is astonishing that the general 
public is .->o deficient in its observations 
of the more scholarly side of the flea 
theme. For instance, in one of the in- 
terview-, hereinafter alluded to, the fol- 
lowing answer was made to the query: 
••What do you knowabout fleas?*' "I 
know all I "want to; 1 know that they 
have six legs and bite like thunder.'' 
There appears to be a tideal wave of re- 
search just now upon this topic. Call- 
ing upon a gentleman the other evening 
he suddenly yanked up one of his trou- 
nd, after some violent ami vain 
■filiations, the result of this reeon- 
noisance wae thus announced: "Curse 
that flea?" In many localities the flea 
plague is peculiarly annoying, and hence 
information on the subject will be wel- 
comed as timely and agreat boon. Some 
houses are infested which were never be- 
foreenten d by the peste. Onefami! . won 
* ders how it could have become subject- 
ed to the wholesale intrusion, as there 
are no cats or dogs about the premises. 
Here, again, proof is given of the pro- 
vailing ignorance. One party was asked 
if he wasn't aware of the 
tween the common ilea in 
and the s:uid ilea. "A ilea Ls a ilea; 
I don't kfiotv anything about your dis- 
tinctions." And yet this distinction has 
its difference. Jt is the sand flea herein 
treated of. and he has as many aliases as 
an experienced jailbird. This in^ter- 
ate tormetit is known as the sand flea, 
the chigo. the jigger, the chigre and tho 
/) ules iKtictrana. It is this species which 
^ii vades houses, swarms beneath carpets, 
tilling all upholstered furniture, threat- 
ening the expulsion of the entire house- 
hold. It is almost impossible to deter- 
mine the habits of the sand flea The in- 
sect is perfect eleven days after the dep- 
osition of the egg. The male is much 
like the common dog flea, but the female 
is very different, burrowing beneath the 
skin, and there depositing her eggs. 
When thus buried in the flesh, the fe- 
male swells to a great sbee by the dis- 
tension of her eggs, and removal is not 
only diflieult. but dangerous. If the 
bod"y of the flea l>e broken while beneath 
the skin, the released eggs are dissemi- 
nated among'- the surrounding tissues, 
and painful irritations ensne. They may 
be safely removed, however, with a> 
needle by those expert in the process.

They "go one better" than the fleas can 
in the tilth game. They grease their 
bodies anil the inside of their linen all 
over with lard, and a week or two of 
dusty Su-cret ions rnonse them in an 
armory impregnable to fleas. From 
furmture dealers it is learned that costly 
furniture has often been subjected u> tie- 
naptha treatment, aud this avails for the 
buffalo bugs, which indulge in ravages 
quite similar to those of the sand tleas, 
and whose recent depredations about 
Boston have driven distracted house- 
keepers to tear up carpets and resort to 
every known expedient for extermina- 
tion. In the Interests of a suffering pub- 
lic a dozen of Boston's prominent drug- 
gists have been called ftpon in order to 
discover and publish the great Ilea spe- 
ciiic. But the results nave been so 
dubious that it is safe to announce a still

Jn the South Sea was described by Baron 
Humboldt. The sailors were "greatly 
terribed early one evening by an extra- 
ordinary noise in the air, like the beat- 
ing of tambourines, followed by sounds 
which seemed to come from the ship, 
and resembling tho escape of air from 
bailing liquid. Later these strange 
sounds, which it was judged pr ■ • li <1 
froni a school of "soioenoides," ceased. 
Over fifty varieties of fish are known 
produce sounds, each more or less 
different. Many fishermen are familiar 
with the curious note of the giz/.ard 
■had, known to science as the "Loro- 
•oina," the sound being vibratory and 
tgrceable. The mullet, so common in 
Southern Florida, and which often at- 
tains a larg - size, makes a strange sound, 
qu.-e prolonged, and during its utterance

. .iter above it. The catfish makes

Cases the sound is produced by the 
■Deumntie duet and swimming bladder; 
While other fishes make an involuntary 
noise by tho lips or the pharyngeal or 
ipiternianillary bones. In the fishes 
trigla and zeus there is a diaphragm 
with muscles for opening and closing 
the swknnung bladder and by its aoiion 
the sounds are graded and" qualified. 
The voice of the catfish and eel is pro- 
duced evidently by forcing air from the 
swimming bladder into the irsophagus 
tod the sea horse makes its noise by the 
use of certain vibratory voluntary mus- 
cles, and to all intents "and purposes the 
sounds are comparable with those made 
by other animals expressing, perhaps, 
the emotions felt. Their air bladders 
are homologous to lungs, and the pneu- 
natic .duct is analocous to the trachea

What Has England Depe for India** 

The responsibility assumed bv England 
twenty-four years ago is one whjeh was 
laid upon the back of every elector In 
Yet nothing, absolutely 
been done to teach our 
electors — that ia to any, our people — wha( 
I is meant by our rule in India -Mr. 
Pidgeon has stated part of the case ad- 
mirably- What, he asks, has England 
done for this vast Empire? She has 
converted an immense amount of jungle 
laud into fertile land, she has drained 
malarious swamps, joined the interior to 
the seaboard by railways, spanned great 
rivers, constructed canals, irrigated bar- 
ren lands, made native races live 
ably, stopped the raids of Afgl 
siaiis ana Tartars, put down predatory 
castes, substituted justice for omHvssioc 
police for soldiers. schools for iaolatorors 
temples. She has further erected great 
trading cities, introduced manufactures, 
opened mines, ramie a beginning in 
teaching the people and revived the 
literature of the country. Five thousaud 
native books were published in India in 
the. year 187o. and there are 250 native 
journals. The family life of the Hindoo 
has been touched by* the modern intel- 
lectual movement; there are some *igns 
of an uprising from the degradation of 
the Zenana: and the establishment of 
municipalities on the ruins of tho old 
village guilds points to the awakening 
ot a new political life. This is a solid, 
and" an honorable record, and effectually 
disposes of the old "pyramid of beer 
bottles" theory. This, is. however, » 
great deal yet to be done. India is In ! 
parts over-populated: irrigation must j 
be eatended: there must be an equitable 
land law; and we must consider in 
whatever we undertake the fact of the 
frightful poverty of the vast majority of 
the people. — Saturday Review.

The denizens of Hart well, a village 
fifteen miles north of f'ineinnati, are 
much incensed over an outrage commit- 
ted by a man named ZSeibe, who in a fit 
of passion perpetrated an act that came 
near resultinginthe death of a little boy.

fives ar.- prolonged in consequence of 
their ability to contend with their ene- 
mies and to endure almost any amount 
of hunger and exposure. Iheir only 
means of obtaining food is that which 
« ild fowls p. issess. As they have poorer 
means of locomotion they have fewer-op- 
portunities to procure proper food. They 
are allowed to range at large during 
the winter when there is no vegetation 
to damage, and w hen there is little they 
can pick up to eat. During the time 
there are insects, fruits, vegetables aud 
grain to eat they are kept penned "P- 
Thev are then fed raw corn, and are al- 
lowed a few bits of gravel, which are 
siip}>osed to serve an excellent purpose 
maiding digestion and improving the 
appetite. Occasionally some water is 
placed in the yard in a tin pan. from 
which it soon evaporates, or in which it 
becomes so warm or impure that n» liv- 
ing thin" - will taste it after the first trial. 
Persons who keep fowls in this way 
during the summer think snow is an ex- 
cellent substitute for water during the 
winter, and allow their birds to eat ot it, 
h! they desire. These persons, like those 
first named, find poultry-raising unprofit-

Tea Adulterations. 

The ingenuity of the Chinese is taxed 
to adulterate tea before it reaches our 
shores. It will be reuiniuiiered that at 

the Centennial Exhibition in Philadelphia 
samples of plants were shown which 
were used by the Chinese in the adulter- 
ation of tea. This adulteration by leaves 
of plants is. of course, not injurious. 
Willow leaves are often used, and are 
frequently found in tea to the extent of 
twenty per ccn 

cents a ponnd, it can be readily 
creat is the temptation to employ them. 
Perhaps the most common' form of adul- 
teration is the addition of coloring mat- 
ter to "face" the leaves." as it is called. 
Prussian blue, indigo, turmeric, kaolin, 
soapstone, graohite. etc.. have been used 
to impart the glo«sy color of tea-leaves. 
Tannin and salts of iron are sometime* 
added to spent tea-leaves to restore their 
color and other properties. There is a 
regular business, we are told, in this city 
flfew York) of purchasing spent tea- 
leaves from large hotels and other es- 
tablishments, and renovating them to be 
afterward sold again. 

Iron filings are about the only thing 
that is used to make weiirht in tea, with 
the exception of the leaves above men- 
tioned Metallic iron, or iron filings, 
ivavbe detected by stirring up the tea 
with a common horse-shoe magnet, to 
which the particles of iron will attach 
themselves. One sample of tea (?) an- 
alyzed by a chemist in London contained 
the following ingredients: iron, plumba- 
go chalk, china clay, sand, indigo, 
Turmeric. Prussian blue, starch, gum, 

f ynsum. catechu: with the leaves of the 
awthorn. oak. elm. alder, beech, willow, 
poplar and other plants. Most adulter- 
ation of tea can only be discovered by a 
careful analysis. Sometimes by exam- 
ining the leaves after steeping and com- 
D arin<r with those known U> be from the 
tea-plant we can get an idea whether a
